OOVLESTOWN. 


Alter a prolonged darkness caused by a 


etorni of lili£aiioii, sunshine is once more 
lighting up the future of some of Iliecouuly's 
liolley enterprises with a rosy glow. 
The 


Newtown company and tie Pennsylvania 
railroad people, who were engaged in a dis- 
pute over the light of way under the latter 
company's bridge ueur Luiigliorne, have set- 
tled their differences in the tnost amicable 
fashion much to the relief of the public as 
well as the litigants. 
Proceedings had been 


commenced here to cairy the cnse to the Su- 
preme Court, Judge Yerkea having granted 
an injunction to restrain the trolley com- 
pany from crossing the property of the rail- 
road at the bridge specified. 
It was thought 


that in this way only would the umtier be 
definitely settled, when to the surprise of 
everybody, it was announced that the rail- 
road company had granted the trolley coiu- 
pany|the right of way. Not only was this im- 
portant feature of the case disposed ot but 
the criminal prosecutions growing out of the 
fight between the employes of the two com- 
panies were also withdrawn. 
On Monday 


the woik of connecting the Langhorue and 
Newlowu sections of the road began. 
The 


next step will be to complete the road to 
Doylestown. 
Anolhei bit of trolley news of 


interest comes fiom Willow Grove, at which 
point the Doylestown road and the Union 
Traction Company's hue have been connect- 
ed. 
This makes a through line from tbe 


county seat to Philadelphia. 
It has loug 


been rumored that the Traction Company 
has been negotiating for the ruad and this 
step would seem to give credence to the 
story. It is said the road will be double- 
tracked to Doylestown and otherwise im. 
proved. 
All this news is very pleasing to 


the public. 


The famous Democratic campaign in Bucks 


is growing more and more wobbly as elec- 
tion approaches. 
Democracy is now con- 


centrating all its attention upon the matter 
of electing the candidate for Sheriff. 
It is 


said the leaders are actually cold blooded 
enough to suggest the trading of County 
Commissioner voles in the interest of Smith, 
the candidate for Sheriff. 
In fact the offer 


has been made in some instances if responsi- 
ble Democrats are telling the truth. The ticket 
will get a slim enough vole without rubbing 
it in on the Commissioner candidates in this 
fashion, and no doubt they will resent the 
tieacbejy the moment they discover what is 
going on.

publicans are not interested in offers of this 
kind this year. There is no occasion for it. 
RepublieansJiere are enjoying the situation 
and it is also apparent that there are several 
prominent Democrats who are not averse 10 
a hearty laugh over the farce that is in pro- 
gress. The whole Democratic ticket appears 
to have suddenly dropped out of sight. 
It 


is not an exaggeration to say that aside from 
Smith, one never hears the names of the oth- 
er candidates mentioned, and it, is believed 
that Smith has embarked upon his first and 
last venture iu this direction.

The object of the Ordinance wa« lo prevent any 
more '-strip pavement*" 
trout being |HJ«|, as 


used to tie tbe tasliion. I noticed this moining 
that the owner of the property on the west side of 
of Perm i treet. between Pond aijd Wood streets, 
has been laying an old-lashioned strip pavement, 
thus tailing to comply wltli the above regulation. 
AH it is your duty U) see that Miaclf regulations 
are attended to this will give you nytic-i of ttie 
detective sidewalk, and the witter trnxts the 
matter will reuiive your prompt attention. The 
wording of the Ordinance has escaped my recol- 
ectlon, but having had a band in the prepara- 
tion thereof [am satisfied that what lias been 
alluded to gives me uplrilot it.

Under even dale with the above a copy 


(hereof was sent to (he Buigess, witn a re- 
quest that he give it his othcial atleutiou. 
A copy was likewise sent to W. Frank Scull, 
President of Council, whose lesidence is on 
the easterly side ot Penn street, directly op- 
posite this defective sidewalk. 


Having been unable to get at a copy of 


the Ordinance alluded to iu any other way, 
the writer was fortunate enough to see a slip 
copy ^thereof which bad been preserved by 
one of bis former colleagues in Council, and 
from (hat leal us that it was enacted 10th 
day ot July, 1898, 
under the tide of "Au 


Ordinance Providing for the Manner iu 
which the Paving, Gutter-Curbing, and Gut- 
tering of the Streets of the Borough ot iiiis- 
lol shall hereafter be done," the second 
section whereof is as follows: 
"Pavements 


shall be laid of brick, flag-stone, or concrete, 
extending for the di-tauce of eight aud one- 
half feet from the street line, and with a 
rising grade of one-half inch to the fool, 
from the curb-line to the street-line." 


The pavement in question, as nearly as 


the writer could measure it, is, for about 
one-third of its length, only a strip, about 
five and a-half feet wide, wnile the rest of 
the sidewalk is about six inches narrower, 
reaching to Ihe curb, aud begins at the dis- 
tance of nearly four feet Ircin the street 
line, instead ot at the line as the Ordinance 
directs. 


Since the letter above alluded to was 


written, the pavement has been completed 
in this irregular manner and, as far as 
appears, no official attention has been given 
thereto. 


The Aci of Assembly approved 4lh day of 


March, 1803, makes it the duly of the Bur- 
gess of the Borough of Biistol. inter alia, 
"In be vigilant and active in causing the laws 
and ordinances of the Borough to be duly 
executed," and the Act approved 15th Feb- 
ruary, 18G1, commonly known as the lior- 
ough Charter, requires him, before entering 
upon his official duties to take an oalh or 
affirmation, inter alia, "well and truly to 
discharge the duties of his office," aud the 
certificate of such oath or affirmation must 
be recorded in the books of the Corporation. 


Bach Councilman must, before being quali- 


fied to act, swear or affirm that he will per- 
form his duties as Councilman with fidelity, 
and this qualification is, or ought to be, 
recorded in like manner. 


The Committee on Streets and Highways 


of the Council are charged with the duty of 
seeing that all rules and regulations respect- 
ing pavements, sidewalks, and other matters 
pertaining to our highways, are duly en- 
forced. 


Whether the Burgess, in view of the 


above facts, has been "vigilaut uud active 
iu causing'' this oid'mance to be "duly 
executed" ; whether members of Town Coun- 
cil, 
esptcially the members of the Street 


Committee, 
have performed their duties

Hew Pier Completed. 


Tne new Chestnut street pier and pavilion 


is completed and was turned over to the Up- 
per Delaware KiverTransportation Company 
yesierday. 
The magnificent structure was 


erected by the city of Philadelphia at a cost 
of $85,000. 


The covered pavillion, on Ihe upper deck, 


is finely finished, the woodwork being of 
Southern yellow pine, varnished andru'>bed. 
Every facility for ihe comfort and conven- 
ience ot those who will be benefitled by the 
pier has received careful attention, and the 
structure is a model of its kind. Ten fire 
connections, supplemented 
by three hose 


carts, each furnished with '200 feet of two 
and one-half inch hose, will afford ample pro- 
tection against fire. The pier is well lighted 
with sixteen arc lamps, six of them being in 
lie pavilion. 


A liisi class restaurant will be located in 


the pavilion under the charge of Major Teu- 
gle, a pi eminent Philadelphia caterer. Dur- 
ing the summer a band will furnish c ncerts 
every afternoon and evening. 
The final in- 


spection of the pier occurred on Tuesday by 
Director of Public Works Haddock and Chief 
Webster of the Survey Department. 
The 


upper part of the pier is reserved by the 
ciiy and a custodian will be appointed. 


The keys of the pier were turned over yes- 


terday to Captain F. G. Edwards. The boats 
of his line will have the exclusive rights of 
ihe pier. 
The Wainer landed there L-ist 


evening, being the fiist boat to use Ihe privi- 
lege. 
The Columbia landed this morning, 


and henceforth all business of the company 
will be conducted at the new whaif. 
The 


first package ot ireight received at Ihe new 
quarters wns for Biislol. 1'atron.s of the 
Twilight, Columbia and Warner will be enti- 
tled to the privileges of elegant wailing, 
dressing and toilet rooms in the upper part. 


'1 he annoyance of passengers having to 


pass in and out among the teams lias been 
avoided at the Chestnut street pier. The 
boats land at the side of the dock, close lo 
the Delaware avenue line.

HETCHEDTO A WHjAIE 


A WILD RIDE AT SEA AND THE OUT- 


COME THEREOF. 


Tlie Wonderful Adventure* ot Six 


•V li-Klnlu Slaves tVlio Were Wlilrled 
ThrouKh tile Ooean's Foitin to Lib- 
erty and to Fortune. 
In 1700 n colony of six rnnnwny nlnves 


came to the Stockbrldgc? valley, Iho tirst 
of that race ever seen in Madlxon county. 
The history of these xix slaves is full of 
romance, for they were no common men. 
Tl ey hnd seen nil parts of the world 
\\liere a ship could lide at anchor in a 
linibor. All could »|ioak several tongues, 
bin none could read or write. All were 
hlnves from Virginia and had been bound 
out by their master for 21 yearn on n 
whaling vctBel that was owned by a com- 
Iiniiy in New liedforil. Muss. The ship 
Imil started for the foul 11 soa, to be gone 
on a cruise of three years. 


When about 50 miles out at sea from 


New Bedford, the lookout discovered a 
Imue whale aud ordered these six sailors 
to KO in a small buat and follow the 
wlnilc. When lie came to tlie surface, one 
of the sailors, who was an expert, threw 
a harpoon at the whale. Instead of strik- 
ing him just back of the head, which is 
the usual way, the harpoou struck the 
whale about ten feet from the end of the 
tail, which is of a fibrous nature and 
caused no loss of blood to the whale. 
Then the great monster shot off with 
wonderful rapidity toward the middle of 
the ocean, carrying the boat, and that 
wan the lost the captain of that whaler 
ever saw of his six sailors. 


This narrative, as related by Paul Cuff, 


the sailor who threw the haipuon, reads 
like a list) story, but the circumstances 
connected with it afttrwiud proved its 
truthfulness, as it wns corroborated in 
full by all tho other sailors. After this 
wlmlc had cone about 50 miles in a 
Rti flight course at sen, canning the sail- 
ors behind it in a small boat and borne of 
the time going at the rate of -10 miles an 
hour, it turned itf course bntk toward the 
shore urn) then turned again back to sea. 
Sometimes tlie whale would dive down 
500 feet and rise with sreat fury nnd 
beat the ocean to a while fonm. At limes 
he would spurt a volume of water 200 
feet in the air. 


"All this time," snid Paul Cuff, "we 


were riding over the sea in great splen- 
dor, harnessed to the biggest h'sh in the 
world nnd making the fastest time on 
record." 
They saw nnd passed great 


merchant ships bearing their country's 
flag, but they had no flag, no country, no 
home. They passed an English man-of- 
war that gnzed with amazement at the 
siiigula? sight. They thought it was the 
devil incarnate hitched to a dragon and 
fired a broadside at them, but their 
cannon balls passed a mile behind tho 
sailors, so rapid was their course. Ou 
they went like a comet shooting its fiery 
flame across the sky. 


After riding in this style for almost 


three days up and down the ocean hitch- 
ed to,a whale's tail by a slender cord the 
great fish took a singular turn and a 
lucky one for the six sailors. He steered 
his course southwest and by accident 
sti uck the bay and outlet of the Raritan 
river, on the coast of New Jersey. 
The 


water was Seep, and he followed its 
course for two miles. His nose stiuck 
the piers of a bridge that cost $7,000, 
nnd it fell with a crash into the river. The 
whale then struck nu oyster sloop nnd 
qhivcred that to atoms, drowning three 
sailors. On he went, but the water soon 
became so shallow that he landed on the 
shore, and in three hours he wns dead. 


Ity this singular accident the six ne- 


groes became the owners of the whale. 
They sold it to an English oil merchant 
in New York city for $12,000 in gold who 
did not know they were slaves bound out 
in the marine service aud not entitled to 
the whale under the laws. 
His title, 


however, proved good, for the company 
in New Bedford never heard of the 
transaction in 20 years. The whale was 
really worth about $30,000 aud was the 
largest ever found on the Atlantic coast. 


After receiving their money the slaves 


made an equal division, which gave them 
$2,000 each, and, through the advice of 
their leader, Paul Cuff, they set their 
faces toward the western wilds of tlie 
state of New York. When they reached 
Albany, they met a Pcqnod Indian who 
was returning from piloting some mis- 
sionaries to the Stockbridgc valley. The 
Indian gave them a fine description of 
the country, and they induced him to re- 
turn with them for a stipulated price. 
He did so »nd lived with them in this lo- 
cality until he died. 
They bought on 


contract with the Oncida Indians about 
200 acres of land for each nt a nominal 
sum. 
Afterward the titles were con- 


firmed by the state of New York. They 
nil lived to a fine old age, and all were 
highly respected. 


All of them died here except one, who 


returned to New Bedford after a lapse of 
50 years and died there about 40 years 
ngo. The remains of the others are laid 
to rest side by side in the old Indian 
graveyard at Valley Mills, and there is 
nothing whatever to mark their graves. 
There was once » small slab at the head 
of one grave of rude form and chiseled 
by an unskilled hand. 
The inscription 


read as follows: "Jack Morgan, a runa- 
way slave, who chased the whale." Then 
followed age nnd date, but the slab has 
long since inoldcrcd away.—Utica Press. 


Some Tiny Spooiig. 


Miss Phoebe Ann West of Nantucket, 


Muis., is the possessor of the most re- 
markable 12 dozen spoons in this coun- 
try. 
They were brought to America by 


Misa West's father, who was a sea cap- 
tain, several years ago. They are East 
Indian workmanship, and their minute 
dimensions may be realized when it is 
stated that the 12 dozen perfectly formed 
spoons are kept in nn ordinary cherry 
.stone. The carved cherry stone which 
holjs them is one of the most wonderful 
examples of skilled handiwork in exist- 
ence. 
It is exquisitely carved and 


mounted on a tiny silver and ivory stand.

An Intercut Ing Bell. 


It Is interesting to know that the bell Iu 


St. Mark's Protestant Episcopal church, 
Chicago, Is made ot silver and copper 
coins contributed by Union soldiers aud' 
Confederate prisoners who were nt Camp 
Douglas during the ciril war. The coins 
•were melted down and molded into a bell 
at Springfield,' Mass., In 1804. St. Mark's 
church itself is the successor of the little 


v chiipel built for the garrison. The chap- 


lain of the camp was the Rev. Edward 
B. Tattle, who was much loved by both 
the Union and Confederate soldiers, and 
it was upon his suggestion that the coins 
were contributed for, a bell. When the 
war closed, and the-camp buildings were 
sold, the chaplain made an effort to get 
tho chapel, but was unsuccessful. .The 
bell,•however,,wns given to his congrega- 
tion by the government.—Chicago Letter.

what had happened, offering him $1,200 
for it. The offei was accepted, and the 
stamp again changed bauds. 
By this 


time the stamp had incicused in value, 
aud not a Cow came tiorn a distance to 
look at the treasure. 
One day tin Eng- 


lish nobleman, who, through a Canadian 
friend, had heard of the stamp, oficied 
$1,500, which offer was accepted. The 
English lord, falling in love with an 
American heiress aud wishing to guiu the 
favor of her biothcr, presented him with 
the stamp as a token of esteem. Here, 
in its new and luxurious American home, 
it came to a sad end, foi one day 
the maid, by mistake, swept the stamp, 
which had accidentally fallen out of the 
album, into the fire. In an instant the 
stamp which thousands had heuid of and 
longed for weut up in smoke to the 
broad, blue sky. leaving not a trace be- 
hind.—Chicago Inter Ocean.
